Warrants Against Six With- 
drawn After Defendants 
Sign Agreement. 


ALegal pickets last night took up 
the employes’ fight against the Stone 
Baking Gompany for discharging four 
men after six sit-down strike leaders | 
were released following withdrawal of | 
municipal court warrants sworn out 
against them.

At the hearing in municipal court 
yesterday morning, Chief Judge Luth- 
er Rosser pointed out “You may hold 
sit-down strikes in other states but 


you never will in Georgia as long as 
the present penal code is in effect.” 

The warrants were issued on that 
section of the penal code which pro- 
vides: “If a person, by threats, vio- 
lence, intimidation or other unlawful 
means, shal] hinder the owner, mana- 
ger, or proprietor for the time being 
from controlling, using, operating or 
working any property in any lawful 
occupation, or. shall by such means 
hinder stich persons from hiring or 
employing laborers or employes, such 
offender or offenders shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor.”

Governor General of Can- 
ada Lays Wreath on Tomb 
of Unknown Soldier. 


WASHINGTON, March 81.—(UP) 
Lord Tweedsmuir, governor general of 
Canada, and Lady Tweedsmuir were 
honored tonight at a state dinner at 


the White House where they are offi- 
cial guests of President and Mrs. 
Foosevelt. 

The dinner ended a day of cere- 
monial functions, including visits by 
Lord Tweedsmuir to Fort Myer, Va., 
Arlington National cemetery and to 
Mount Vernon. The governor general 
laid a wreath at the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier and at the door to 
George Washington’s tomb at the his- 
toric Mount Vernon shrine.

He and President 
Roosevelt talked informally, however, 
about the entire range of Canadian- 
American relations.

The committee then, nine 
times out of ten, approves it for 
passage upon the assurance of the 
member or senator interested that 
it is a desirable measure and that 
it has his approval. 

It then has to go through the 
forms of second and third reading 
and be voted upon by the entire 
house, or senate. It then goes to 
the other chamber and goes through 
the same program once again. 

When the local measure requires 
a constitutional amendment, this is 
only the beginning of its story of 
enactment,

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

INFLATIONARY PROPAGANDA WASHINGTON, March 31.—A 
bitter hater of price spiralists 

is Agriculture Secretary Wallace. When Federal Reserve Boarder Eccles 
denounced their current dirty work, Mr. Wallace immediately doubted 
the denunciation. He implied these inflatjon-makers are helping to cause 
a vicious spiral and the situation is getting into the clouds. 

Mr. Wallace did not name any inflationary propagandists, but gave 
his hearers reason to bélieve he would like to get his hands on one. 

Just a friendly tip, he might walk out of his office door, turn the 
corner and go down the corridor to his United States Department of 
Agriculture office of information, press service, from which announce- 
ments have come lately with the following official headlines: 

“Higher hog prices expected this summer.” | 

“Higher spring lamb prices than last year forecast.” 

“Cattle prices expected to average above 1936.” 

“Expect world wheat prices to continue at high levels.” 

—And three or four others similarly contributing the only concrete 
evidence of inflationary propaganda now being circulated in Washington. 


AMBIGUITY Such governmental predictions of future prices are ex- 

tremely rare. The government has always been con- 
tent to estimate crops to the best of its ability, but generally leaves spec- 
ulative price interpretation to unofficial speculators. 

Just why it has joined the inflationists in this instance is not clear 
to some who think they know many things going on in the Agriculture 
Department. a 

Economists who have analyzed the announcement’ say there is rea- 
sonable ground for the predictions, but that they do not contain con- 
vincing proof. 

Some are inclined to suspect lack of co-ordination between Mr. Wal- 
lace and his assistants. Others suggest that perhaps Mr. Wallace and 
his helpers are playing the same game as Commerce Secretary Roper 
and Labor Secretary Perkins on sit-down strikes. Mr, Roper denounces 
them on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, while Miss Perkins defends 
them Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays. On Sundays, everyone gets 
a rest. 

By denouncing price spiralists and permitting his department to pre- 
dict higher future prices, Mr. Wallace certainly is following out the best 
traditions of his long and firm stand in favor of both curtailment and 
expansion of farm production. 

After all, there is nothing safer in politics than being on both sides 
of a question. 


PARITY Governmental boosting of price hopes is all the more remark- 
able because the long-sought goal of agricultural prices ap- 
parentfy has been reached. Since the war, ali agricultural relief pro- 
grams have been devised to achieve parity. That is, everyone has been 
seeking to give the farmers the same price ratio with manufacturing 
products as existed in 1909-14. The theory was that the farmer should 
have a price for his products comparable with the change in the prices 
of things he buys. 
The AAA experts here figure that farm prices as a whole reached 
98 per cent of parity on February 15. On that mid-month date, the 
index of prices received by farmers stood at 127, while the index of 
prices paid was fixed at 129.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The other day we told how the old 
school of diagnosis recognized only 
pathological anatomy—that is, definite 
changes in form, size, feel, weight, 
consistence or structure of the organs 
or tissues, as observed and recorded 
post-mortem. The new school of diag- 
nosis recognizes pathological, physiol- 
ogy—that is, changes in the functions, 
in other words the 5 or acon which 
occur in consequence of injury, fatigue, 
poisoning, anoxia (oxygen deficiency), 
infection, ‘strain, faulty posture, nu- 
tritional deficiency or degeneration. 

The old timer (he is still extant) 
was and is interested chiefly in the ul- 
timate effects of disease which are ap- 
parent to the senses and unquestion- 
able. He was and is likely to scoff at 
diagnosis based on mere functional 
changes, and when it comes to treat- 
ment he is likely to be a skeptic, what 
physicians call a therapeutic nihilist, 
or what we should call a medical fatal- 
ist. Surgery, yes, for an operation is 
nearly as illuminating as a post-mor- 
tem dissection. But as for everyday 
remedies, both medicinal and non- 
medicinal, the old timer is generally 
on the skeptical side. 

I say the old times is still extant. 
Not only that, but his tribe still dom- 
inates the practice of medicine and 
even lays down the principles. The 
bulk of all current medical literature 
is the product of old timers. The com- 
paratively rare modern contribution, 
teaching the new diagnosis and the new 
therapeutics, receives scant considera- 
tion from the old school regime still in 
control of current medical publica- 
tions, and as likely as not any such 
contribution or new departure which 
does perforce come to the attention of 
the censors of the old school will be 
laughed down as fantastic or con- 
demned as dangerous—I am prepared 
to show the truth and fairness of this 
reproach, should any responsible phy- 
sician question it. 

For instance, outspoken beriberi 
(polyneuritis, multiple neuritis), a dis- 
ease common in oriental countries 
where nutritional standards are low, is 
extremely rare in this country. Beri- 
beri is a nutritional disease, due to 
deprivation of vitamin B. The char- 
acteristic symptoms are weakness in 
the legs after exertion, palpitation and 
shortness of breath with slight effort, 
pain and peculiar sensations (tingling, 
numbness, paresthesia) in arms and 
legs similar to the -sensation felt b 
one with alcoholic or arsenical neuri- 
tis. and edema (dropsy) in patches or 
in both legs. In milder cases there ma 
be only weakness in the legs wit 
slight sensory disturbances and slight 
os weakness. .

Effective Immediately. 


The state Revenue Oenumiastll ae 
nounced that the wine, beer and to- 
bacco tax bills became effective im- 
mediately. The tax on beer was 
doubled—old rate $1.25 a barrel, new 
rate $2.50. Tobacco taxes were dou- 
bled on cigarets, decreased slightly on 
cigars. Popular brand cigarets will 
cost 2 or 3 cents a pack more hence- 
forth. Wine, heretofore untaxed, will 
bear a levy of from 10 to 60 cents a 
gallon. 

The new income tax, 
doubling present rates, 
1937 incomes on which 
payable next year. 

The bus-truck tax applies to the 
last half of this year. 

There has been speculation whether 
Rivers would sign the bus-truck law, 
Since it repeals present mileage taxes.

Statement by Rivers. 
_ Rivers left behind a statement say- 
ing: 

“I have concluded eigning the va- 
rious bills passed by the general a» 
sembly and have watend very few of 
them. 

“Most of those vetend Were vetoed 
either’ with the consent of the author 
or by reason of their being ruled un- 
constitutional by the attorney general. 

“On reviewing the bills, as I have in 
signing them, I wish to again congrat- 
ulate the general assembly uffon the 
great work it has done, 

“Many of the bills do not meet my 
full approval in the form and manner 
in which they were paseed. 

“Many of them are the results of 
compromise and did not meet the full 
approval of the assembly itself, and 
were passed with the knowlede that 
when we have our special session this 
summer or fall they will have to be : 
amended. 

“This is especially true of the truck 
and bus maintenance tax bill. 

“It does not meet my full approval, 
as passed and, after talking with many 
members of the assembly, I do not be- 
lieve it meets their full approval. 

“Therefore, I expect to insist at 
‘the special session that this bill be 
amended so as to eliminate such in- 
equities as its practical application 
may prove to exist. 

“The Highway Department advises 
me they have been notified by the 
federal government that we have al- 
ready been allotted $646,000 to match 
.| this truck and maintenance tax fund | 
‘for rural post roads and that in all | 
probability more funds will he allotted 
_to us to match these same funds dur- 
ing the current year. We cannot af- 
ford to lose a single dollar of this 
| federal money for our rnral route pro- 
| gram.”

Most of the world’s gold, however, 
has been obtained since Columbus and 
his Spaniards sailed tothe New Worid 
not quite four and a half centuries 
ago.

In early days Mexico 
end Peru sent a heavy stream of gold 
to Spain. 

In the present period of history 
South Africa leads in the amount of 
gold produced. South African mines 
supply over one-third of the world’s 
newly mined gold. The rich output, 
strangely enough, is largely from - 
grade ore.

“The only way 
to save Democracy is to establish Jn- 
dustrial Democracy and obtain a larg- 
er share for labor in the management 
of government.”

This statement from the man who 
is the most powerful figure in the 
world of organized American labor 
today is highly important, Labor is 
in politics. Labor wants Industrial 
Democracy, and knows it can get In- 
dustrial Democracy only through poli- 
tics. But what does labor, or what 
does John L. Lewis mean by Indus- 
trial Democracy, and what medium 
does he envisage through which labor 
may act politically? 

To these questions, which in one 
form or another were put to him, by 
his interrogator, Mr. Lewis made un- 
precise answers. Mr. Lewis knows 
that labor is going places politically; 
he believes it must takgoup the politi- 
cal instrument, but «he doesn’t know 
under what. principles or for whom. 
“Mr. Roosevelt is not, from our point 
of view, the answer to the maiden’s 
prayer,” he says. Yet he does not sug- 
gest that any other party,or any other 
program is, or might be, more satis- 
factory. “We worked for Roosevelt 
during the elections. He is the better 
choice for us.” Mr. Lewis defines his 
attitude toward Communism as neutral 
—although he has been a great red 
baiter in his day. “We are not cun- 
cerned with any particular’ political 
system. The movement is neither Dem- 
ocratic, nor Republican, nor Socialist, 
nor Communist. We do not inquire 
into the political convictions of work- 
ers whom we organize in the unions. 
But it will be obvious that through 
the unions their political action will 
be strengthened, as it should be.” And, 
later, he says: “We are indifferent 
toward Communism and other sys- 
tems. The political aspect of the 
movement is educational. We are edu- 
cating the workers in order that they 
may be able to exert their political 
influence freely. They cannot do that 
today.”

tween two or more of these rebids, 
he should choose as follows: 


1. With four honor tricks or more, 
he should look for a strength showing 
rebid; a bid of a new suit at the level 
of three, a double raise in partner's 
suit (provided he has four trumps), or 
a jump rebid in the original suit, pro- 
vided it is rebiddable and the hand con- 
tains four and one-half to five honor 
tricks.

Prediction that basic pay to all 
non-school city employes will be re- 
stored by council at its session Mon- 
day were made last night as the board 
of firemasters heard a delegation of 
firemen request restoration of 20-day 
vacations also.

Charms Two Atlanta Audiences

The St. Louis Symphony orchestra, 
under the baton of Vladimir Golsch- 
mann and with Albert Spalding, vio- 
linist, as guest soloist. played two pro- 
grams at the Georgia theater last 
u:ight. marking something new in con- 
eert presentation for Atlanta The 
dual performance was made necessary 
because of the nnfinished condition of 
the city auditorium and the limited 
seating capacity of the theater. The 
combined audiences were estimated at 
between 3.000 and 3.500 persons. 

The: orchestra is one of the truest 
of symphonic organizations, its instru- 
mentalization preponderating in the 
strings, though the reeds and brasses, 
even if few, are exquisitely fine. The 
program, which was the same at both 
performances, was delightfully se 
lected. 

Early in the evening it was the 
opinion. of crities present that the or 
chestra reached its peak of perform- 
ance in the Lohengrin overture, but 
the closing number, the delightful. 
rhythmie polka and fugue from 
“Schwanda,” by Weinberger, aroused 
greatest enthusiasm of them all. 

Spalding played Bruch’s Concerto 
for violin and orchestra, Number One, 
in G Minor. The difficult composition 
1eceived a performance by both orches- 
tra and solvist flawless in technique 
ond with a vivacious tempo that main- 
tuined the thrill of the pure music 
throughovt. Spalding, forced to en- 
core, responded with a little thing, 
rame unknown to this commentatoy, 
but as clever as virtue in its intrig- 
uing brilliance, 


Golschmann, the e¢onductor, pos 
sesses one of the most delightful per 


sonalities of any baton wielder seen 
here. He belongs to the pantomimic 
school] but his antics are always suffi- 
ciently restrained, while at the same 
time picturing the effects he is draw- 
ing from his musicians with almost 
cramatiec fidelity. 


It is evident that he is a conductor 
extremely popular with his players, 
echieving that mastery that is essen- 
tial if a symphony is to play, as it 
should, as a single unit. 

As stated, the St. Louis specializes 
on strings. Golschmann uses a some 
what unorthodox stage arrangement, 
placing his first violins, as customary, 
at front left, but using his cellos at 
front right, with the second violins be 
bind the firsts and the violas behind 
the cellos.. The effect was splendid 
‘ast night. In fact. the string portion 
of this orchestra brings, ds do few, 
that supremely perfect musical delight, 
the sound that. comes from massed 
bows moving in complete unison and 
drawing férth melody as pure as the 
sparkling drops from a crystal moun- 
tain spring.

Most domestic corporate bonds 
moved in undistinguished fashion with 
gains and losses held to fractions.

Hudson stetunding 4s off 1 1-2 to

Metal and oil shares advanced 
sharply in today’s early trading, bit 
buying was insufficient to bring gen- 
eral market progress. Prices eased 
off near the close with losses in the 
industrial section ranging to more 
than 2 points in Bethlehem £ ‘eel. To- 
tal volume was 1,660,000 shares. 

The chief difficulties confronting 
the market were: 

1. Postponement of the Chrysler 
strike conference until Friday. The 
Street had anticipated earlier action. 

2. The deadlock in the anthracite 
coal labor conference here. 

3. Rising costs of production com- 
ing from increased payments to em- 
ployes. In connection with this the 
American Iron & Steel Institute an- 
nounced that manufacturing costs 
have increased nearly $215,000,000 
annually by recent wage advances and 
rising prices of raw materials while 
gross revenues resulting from the re- 
cent advances on finished products 
likely will bring in no more than 
$200,000,000 annually. 

War talk in Europe, the economic 
situation here and labor combine to 
brine nervousness. The government 
bond market, in which 22 issues went 
to new lows for a year or more to- 
day. also was another confusing ele- 
ment. 

Business statistics continue good, 
however, and support the bullishness. 
Averages for the month showed that 
industrials lost 0.89, railroads gained 
3.72 and utilities lost-2 points. In 
the industrial field are such situa- 
tions as: 

Railroads—The regional advisory 
board anticipates that carloadings in 
the second quarter will shew about 
7.5 per cent gain over the 1936 period. 
Carloadings this week are likely to be 
around the year’s high. 

Steel—Magazine Iron Age said the 
industry was going into the second 
quarter near the highest production 
rate in history. Steel makers are not 
trying to sell steel now and the main 
problem is delivery. Operations are 
around 91 per cent of capacity and 
may go above that to a figure which 
will mean the greatest output in his- 
tory. 

Electric Power—Power output still 
remains around the 2,200,000,000 kilo- 
watt hour level and any let-up in 
strikes likely will bring greater power 
output which may go to an all-time 
high.

One of the nation’s most famots 
regiments is stationed at Atlanta's 
army post, Fort McPherson.

port to Ellis Island, where they were. 
interned. Throughout the period of 
the war the greater part of the roe 
ment guarded the vital port and its’ 
facilities, 

Active War Service. 

On August 3, 1917, the 22d infan- 
try, however, was called upon:to fure 
nish three officers and 400 enlisted 
men for immediate duty overseas. The 
detachment was transferred to head- 
quarters troop, headquarters train and 


commanded by General George Van 
orn. 

The 22nd infantry was organized 
by the conversion of one complet- 
unit, the second hattalion. 13th infan- 
try, into the 22nd infantry The 13th 
infantry had seen extensive service 
during the War Between the States, 
rarticipating in the siege of Vicks- 
hurg and the hattle of Missionary 
Ridge, among other engagements. One 
f-eld officer of the original command 
later became the first American gover- 
nor general of the Philippines. The 
first commander was Colonei, later 
General William Tecumseh Sherman.

For 
two years following this conso!idation 
the regiment was continuously engaged

In 1894 the regiment was ordered 
to. stop a section of Coxey’s Army,

in commenting on a ride taken in box

bound for the Philippines and more 
fighting.

enemy that had never faced the fire 
of American troops, and who were 
consequently harder to subdue.

Following this campaign the regi- 
ment was sent almost immediately 
into the first northern expedition and 


following the success of this campaign 


participated in all of the following 
campaigns designed to subjugate the 
islands and restore normal conditions. 
This continued until 1902, when the 
regiment was returned to the United 
States for one year. Then, in 1903, it 
was once more dispatched for service 
in the Philippines, where they saw 
service against the Moro tribesmen. In
